Strengthened by guns and armoured: -cars landed at Bunerana 
by an Irish gunboat, the Nationa! troops last nightagacked the strong- 
hold of Inch Island, which was occupied by two hundred Irregulars. 
After four hours’ bombardment with an eighteen pounder, the 
Nationale advanced and penetrated some distance into the island 
aod surrounded the stronghold, capturing during the advances Lord 
Tomplomore’s house which the Irregulars bad occupied for weeka. 
A number of prisooers were tsken. Thé early surrecder of the strong- 
- hold is anticipated. . 
Explosions, with volumes of smoke, in the marning indicated 
that the defanders were destroying ammunition. 
. Free Staters have captuted the barracks at Dundalk, making 
- prisoners of the garrison of 250, who were in bed. Not a single shot 
was fired, bat one of the Inegulars was killed and one wounded 
during fighting io the town prior to the assault upon the barracks, 
Rebel Stronghold Surrenders. 
Later. 


The rebel fortress at Inch Island, Longb Swilly, has surrender- 
ed. Twenty-one were made prisoners: the remainder of the garri- 
son of two hundred escaped. All the rebel strongholds i in fase and 
nortt: Donezal have now been cleared. 

A communique from Dublin states that the National troops have 
captured the whole of Dundalk. Three hundred Trregulars were 
Made prisoners, little resistance being offered. There were oo 
casdeltios to the Nationals.

IRELAND FACING ECONOMIC CRISIS. 
. Lepaon, July 15. 
Paralysis is alowly creeping over the economic‘life of Ireland 


| and is becoming increasingly grave. One aspect of the present 


tondition is that civilians in some places, tspecially in Limerick, 
tre in peril of starvation. : os 

Ambulance trains are arriving in Doblin with Nationalist 
easuaities, principally from the South, which ‘is the scene of the 
Government’s most formidable task. Irregulars in large numben 
are concentrated in the counties of Limerick, Cork, Kerry, Waterford 
and part <f Tipperary. -Apart from the rounding up of marauders, 
the revolt in Donegal, Mayo and Slige is now suppressed. 

A.most striking Free State success terminated ten days’ fighting 
at Collooney, County Sligo, in which McKeewn’s troops_captured 
10 prisoners after a four-bours’ battle. The Irregulars at Thurles 
vainly attempted an encircling movement, thereby losing 74 prigonen. 
The Irregulars contro] tha approaches to -Cork City and have 
established a blockade. The citirens sre suffering privations ‘io 
consequence of the blockade and the exactions cf the Irregulars. = \ 

A Dublin message states that Inogulars:beld the barracks at 
Waterford ana have mined roads leading towards the city. Fight: 
ing has been in progress at Limerick since Toesday. The position 
of the National Army there is mest satisfsctory. The .puard fired 
on prisoners at Mount Joy Prison, Dublin, for not heeding a warming 
to desist from signatling to persons outside. Two were: wounded. 

A correspondent of freemcn’s Journal says that 2,000 iphabitants 
in Limerick are on the verge of starvation in consequence of the 
tege. Hundreds are fleeing.

There was no doubt they put their 
finger on the weak spot. and what

so much so that- in 1921, 
imports exceaded exports by Yon 
36,000,000 and iv the first five 
months of the current year the 
imports’ showed. an excess over 
exports of ¥en 350,000,000.

VISCOUNT. TAKABASHT 
- AT SENDAI 


Speech on Current Political 
Conditions. 


Viscount Takabashi, the Japan- 
ese. ex-Premier, who is now-in 
Sendai, bis native place, was ac- 
corded 2 reception there on the 
28th. ult. The ex-Premier said 
thet when he succeeded to the 
Premiership upon the desth of 
the late Mr. Hara be wished to 
effect some changes in the 
Cabinet, but in view of the cir- 
cunstances prevailing at the time 
he finally decided to postpone 
action. After the conclusion 
of the 45th. session of the 
Diet, however, ho was moze than 
ever convinced of the necessity of 
reorganising the Cabinet so a3 to 
carry oute policy suitsble to the 
requirements of the time, but ay 
his idea was opposed by some of 
his colleaguesin the Ministry he 
found it impossible to carry out 
his plan. 

The Viscount, after reviewing 
the political conditions at the time 
of his resignation, and also the 
reasons which induced Admiral 
Baron Kate to accept the Impetial 
Order to form a new Ministry, said 
that the opposition party were 
enthusiastically advocating the 
importance of maintaining the 
usual course of Constita- 
tional administration, 
their purpose was 
to secure political power, 
so their statement carried no 
weight, as the Konsei-kai did not 
enjoy the confidence of the ma- 
jority of the electors. 


Viscount Takahashi concluded 
by stating that the Seiyu-kai 
would meet the present Cabinet in: 
a“ gentlemanly” attitude, and it 
was expected that that attitude 
would be reciprocated by, the 
Ministry. The party, therefore, 
should. be careful to maintain 
their position and thereby render 
effective aid in promoting the 
prosperity of the country. 


Obstacles to Reunification. 


The situation in China is 
developing slowly but surely, saya 
a leader inthe Times, The Presi. 
dent, Hsu Shih-obang, has resign- 
ed and left the coast clear for his 
successor, who apparently is to 
be Li Yuan-hung, a former Prosi- 
dent. During the period in which 
Hsu Shib-chang hold office many 
of the Japanese loans which have 
been, 80 severely criticized in 
China—and ‘out of it--were put 
through. with very little refarence. 
to the. head of the State, it may 
bo said. Twice during his tenure 
of office Hsu Shih-chang bas 
heard - the sounds of dattle 
proceeding withia earshot 
the capital. Thratghout his Pre- 


sidency the power of the Central]. - 


Government fas steadily declin- 
ed, and within the. past year 
it became definitely bankrupt. 
These avits were not the work of 
Hsu Shib-chang. but of others 
with whom he was in association. 
Itis fair comment, however, to 
edd thatifthe Presigent had con- 
sidered above all things the 
infarest of his country. he would 
have resigned affice rather than 
see many bad and foolish things 
done in his came. Even his: 
election as President was secured 
by curious methods in an as- 
sembly that was illegally con- 
vened. Thus, now, ingloriously, 
ends the career of one of the 
old-time high officials of China, 
not so inch’ because of his 
faults, but because he was not 
strong enough to combat evil. 
The man himself is a scholar of 
noted ability, possessing all the 
charm and courtesy of the beat 
type of his country men. 


Li Yuarbung. who is reported 
teady {o take up the vacsnt 
office, has had kn interesting 
career, He was once an engineer 
in & cossting steamer, and left 
that occupation to join the 
Army. During the Hevolution 
he was forced to take command 
of the rabel troops at Hankow, 
and was eventusily elected Vice- 
President under Yasn Shib-Kai. 
When the tater died Hi 
succeeded automatically ‘to 
the major office, which he 
occupied anti! the Tuchuns 
forced “him ‘to’ dismiss the 
Parliament, whereafter he re- 
signed. .He Bas since lived in 
retirement, 8 worthy man noted 
for honesty.of purpose and 
democratic tendencies. The 
Sonth long demarcded 
reinstatement in office as acon- 
dition of & settlement with the 
Nortb, and the fact that he has 
now been approached by a large 
riumber of members of the old 
Parliament, which Wao Pei-fu 
agrees shall ba recalled, bas an 
interesting bearing on the position 
of Son Yat-sen, whom the old 
Parliament last year at Canton 
elected to tbe Presidoacy. If the 
Parliament definitely chooses 
Li Yuan-hong, Sun most retire. 
The Istest news from Chias, 
however, indicates that San 
Yat-sen is busily prosecuting 
bis plan of invading 
the North, and bas pene- 
trated some way into the province 
of Kianygsi. From all accounts, 
his army is a rabble and fands 
are scarce, while Suc is no 
soldier, from all of which it may 
teasonadly be prophesied that his 
expedition wili not effect muck. 
In times of chaos, however, there 
are always elements- ready to 
support opposition, and Sun may 
yet find allies in South China 
who will help him to delay a 
settlement. It could hardly be 
expected that Wa Pei-fu would 
bave matters al! his own way, 
and, possibly efter driving Chang 
Tsolin /outside tha Great Wall 
into Meocburis, be may heve to

» JAPAN. . 


Strange Ceremonies in Noto 
; Peninsula. 
[By “GOYEMEA” IN THE, 

SEOUL PRESS.) 

In the Province of Noto, in 
Hoji District, along the coast of 
the Japan Sea, the youths of the 
village gather in the roads 
through which a bridal party 
must pass from the home of the 
bride to the home of the groom. 
They spread mats and squat 
down to pass the time of day 
witb tubs of «he, They quite 
Bllup the rosd so thet nothing 
can pass them by without their 
consent. ; . 

When the bridal party oomes 
along one of the headmen of the 
youths approaches the go- 
between, and offers him acup of 
sake, This he will courteously 
accept, and alter drinking will 
request that the whole party: of 
gouths "please drink #%¢ tothe 
bride's good health,” and bands 
them the money for the festive 


ups. 

After the ceremony, especially 
the tipping part of it, is completed. 
the bridst party is allowed to pass 
without further molestation from 
that party of young men. Batthe 
same performance is repeated 
many times along the road before 
they finally arrive at the gate of 
the groom’s home. . 

In the garden of the groom's 
home two large moztars for 
making vcht ere placed a bit 
apart from one another. Through 
these the bride must pass on her 
way to the door of the house 
through which she will enter, for 
the first tine, her new home. 

As she walks through the 
garden a maid leaves the house 
bearing cup of water of which 
the bride must drink. One drop 
is poured out of the cup into 
another cup which the bride -has 
brought with her, and this she 
drinks with much ceremony.

« "AWASE MIDZU." | 

After this rather unsatisfactory 
drink has been consumed, the 
bride hands hercup to the party 
which hasaccompanied her from 
herhome. One ofthe party then 
throws the cop against the stone 
step at theentranzeof the house. 
If it brosks into little piecea, thon 
woo betide the bride, for it 
portends great. il luck. The 
marriage may even be given up on 


thespot. Butifit breaks intotwo 
pieces only, then the marriage 
willbe ‘a bappy one. And ail is 
serene with the bridal party.

ingreatdemand about the time a 
wedding isto take place. , 


TAJIMA PROVINCE.

All the 
children of the village go together 
to the home of the newly-married 
couple, and the bride goes out to 
meet them, only to be beaten by 
them, with a rop> of straw. As 
soon as the beating begins 
she runs and hides from them, 
bot not so successfully that they 
cannot find her. Wheraupon they 
begin to beat her again. 

This time she promises them 
cakes if they will not treat ber 
too unkindly.

The two turned down Ramsay

she Prsys, As they were passing 
the side entrance ta the Harbour 
Office aman fired five or six shots 
in-rapid succession at Chan from 
bebiod. Chan was bitin the back 
ead the lady also wes slightly 
wounded. 

The noise ‘of the firing soon 
attracted a large crowd. Chan 
and bis companion ran for safety 
towards the hotel where they 


jwere stsyiog, but failed to secure 


admittance. The hotel employees, 
alarmed .at tho disturbance, 
thought the crowd were robbers 
and shat the doors. The police 
soon arrived on the scene, how- 
ever, and Chan and the lady were 
removed to the Governmanst Ciril 
Hospital. 

The excitement at the time of 
the outrage was so great that no 
body thought of blowing a police 
whistle end in the soofesion 
which ensued the assailant was 
able to make good his escape. 
An Indian constable apparently 
singled out the right man, for 
during the chase the porsued 
fited several shots at the con- 
stable. He got away, bat a« 
suspact, who, it is thought, is the 
same man, has been arrasted. | 

On examination at the G.C_H. it 
was found that the bullet entered 
Chan's back and emerged from the 
abdomen. The unfortunate man 
Hogered on until 4.30 p.m. yester- 
day, when he passed away. 
Chan’s companion was found to 
be slightly wounded in one of her 
toas. The injuries were not 
serious and she was discharged. 

It is stated that neither Chan 
nor the women could give any 
teason forthe outrage. [n addi- 
tion to being Director of Pubsic 
Works, Chan bad held saveral 
important posta in Canton and is 
said to have been a man of some 
importance in connection with 
the prosont political situation, 
which may have something todo 
with the affair. : os 

The police report on the affair 
states that Chan lived at 12, Wing-
